Blames  news  story 


Book  firm  leaves  area 


An  encyclopedia  company  that  had 
originally  intended  to  establish  a 
permanent  office  in  Provo  has  left  the 
area  after  being  in  business  less  than  one 
month. 

The  reason  given  for  closing, 
according  to  the  company’s  vice 
president,  was  the  adverse  publicity 
given  in  The  Daily  Universe.  The  story, 
which  ran  in  the  Universe  on  Nov.  26, 
dealt  with  the  company’s  sales  practices 
as  well  as  several  complaints  received  by 
the  Ombudsman’s  Office. 

The  encyclopedia  company  is  Grolier 
Interstate,  Inc.  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.  The 
Provo  office  was  at  224  S.  500  West. 

LaRue  McClearey,  vice  president  of 
Grolier,  Inc.  in  charge  of  government 
and  consumer  relations,  said  he  felt  that 
the  closing  of  the  office  was  premature 
and  that  the  situation  could  have  been 
remedied. 

The  controversy  centered  around  the 
telephone  approach  used  by  the 
company.  According  to  Del  Mack, 
director  of  University  Services  at  the 
Ombudsman’s  office,  the 
misunderstanding  regarding  the 
company’s  activities  developed  after  a 
salesman  would  show  up  at  a  student’s 
apartment  when  the  student  expected 
someone  taking  a  national  student  poll. 


Robert  Beall,  a  field  supervisor  for 
Grolier,  said  the  company  solicits 
“interviews  with  students  to  explain  the 
educational  activities,  functions  and 
publications  of  the  Grolier  company. 
And  in  connection  with  that,  the 
company  would  like  to  conduct  a 
national  poll.” 

However,  most  students  think  they 
are  making  an  appointment  to  complete 
the  opinion  poll  and  not  to  get  a  sales 
presentation  for  encyclopedias,  Keith 
Hunt  of  the  Business  Management 
Department  said. 

McClearey  said  that  perhaps  this 
company’s  telephone  approach  was  not 
specific  enough,  but  added  that  it  was 
entirely  legal  and  had  been  reviewed  by 
the  company’s  legal  department.  He  also 
said  the  process  used  in  Provo  was 
normal  and  is  used  across  the  country. 

Hunt  said  the  approach  is  “OK  by 
their  standards,  but  it’s  not  OK  by 
business  standards.  They  get  around  it 
legally  very  nicely.  They  do  have  a 
student  opinion  poll.” 

Hunt  said  the  main  question  involved 
is  whether  the  legal  view  or  the  way  the 
approach  is  perceived  by  the  majority  of 
the  people  should  be  the  basis  of 
evaluating  the  company.  The  wording  is 
technically  legal,  but  the  majority  of 
BYU  students,  whom  Hunt  said  he 
considers  to  be  bright,  misperceived  the 


McClearey  said  he  felt  the  closing  of 
the  office  was  premature.  He  said  that  if 
the  right  parties  could  have  gotten 
.together  perhaps  the  office  could  have 
remained  open.  He  felt  he  would  have 
needed  to  talk  to  Hunt,  the  Universe 
editors,  and  representatives  from  the 
Ombudsman’s  office. 

When  the  Universe  story  appeared,  J. 
D.  Burkhart,  sales  manager  from  the 
Kansas  City  office,  was  notified 
immediately.  Burkhart  came  ta  Provo  as 
soon  as  possible  from  Kansas  City, 
McClearey  said.  He  had  previously 
telephoned  and  told  the  office  to  begin 
making  arrangements  to  close  down. 
When  he  arrived  and  evaluated  the 
situation,  the  closing  was  finalized. 

McClearey,  who  said  he  was  notified 
by  Burkhart,  came  to  Provo  the 
following  day  (Thursday)  from  Denver. 
He  said  he  had  a  meeting  with  Hunt  and 
the  consumer  affairs  representative  from 
the  Ombudsman’s  office  in  an  effort  to 
clear  up  the  matter. 

McClearey  said  he  felt  the  closing  was 
probably  the  best  thing  to  do  under  the 
circumstances.  He  said  he  did  feel  bad 
about  the  fact  that  there  were  several 
BYU  students  who  were  working  for  the 
company  to  earn  money  fo  go  home  for 
the  Christmas  break  who  are  now  out  of 
jobs. 

Cancellation  of  contracts  was  another 
issue  that  prompted  questions.

The  two 
sides  had  been  meeting  since 
July  31.  No  breakthroughs 
have  been  reported  in 
negotiations  involving  the 
National  Mediation  Board. 
The  old  contract  expired  Oct. 
31. 

United,  with  49,000 
employes  and  1,400  daily 
flights,  is  the  largest  domestic 
air  carrier.  The  strike  involves 
16,770  mechanics,  ramp  and 
food  service  workers,  and 
flight  dispatchers.  Lowery 
reported  168  Utahns 
involved.

Bangerter,  Assistant  to  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve, 
emphasized  the  true  spirit  of 
the  Christmas  season  and  the 
need  to  gain  an  awareness  of 
the  Savior. 

Elder  Bangerter  reflected 
on  Peats}  Harbor  Day  of  1941 
and  the  difficulties  of  that 
time.  He  commented  on  the 
spirit  of  optimism  that  is 
manifest  at  Christmas. 

“The  spirit  begins  to  soar  as 
we  catch  the  feeling  of 
festivity,”  he  said. 
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He  said  faith  is  often 
considered  the  first  principle 
of  the  gospel.  However,  he 
continued,  the  first  principle 
is  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

“No  witnessed  or 
authenticated  event  since  the 
beginning  of  history  will  have 
as  great  an  impact  as  the 
coming  of  Jesus  Christ,”  said 
Elder  Bangerter.  “This  event 
transcends  every  other  event 
since  time  began.” 

Elder  Bangerter  asked  the 
audience  what  the  world 
would  be  like  without  the 
Savior,  without  Christmas.  He 
commented  on  the  role  of  the 
Prophet  in  these  times  of 
worldwide  communications. 

“The  Prophet  is  not  only 


the  Prophet  to  the  members 
of  the  Church,  but  is  the 
Prophet  of  the  Lord  for  the 
whole  earth,”  he.  said. 

He  compared  the  beliefs  of 
the  world  and  the  beliefs  of 
the  Church.  He  said  that  while 
the  LDS  Church  believes  :hat 
God  made  men,  the  world 
believes  that  men  made  God. 
The  Savior  taught  that  sin  is 
death,  but  the  world  teaches 
there  is  no  sin. 

Elder  Bangerter  told 
listeners  to  stand  for  their 
beliefs  of  the  Savior  and  the 
Church.  Before  a  Texas 
football  game,  he  said,  both 
teams  knelt  in  prayer.  After 
the  game,  the  winning  team 
again  knelt,  and  the  fans 
emptied  the  stands  to  join 
them  in  their  prayer  of 
thanks.  Elder  Bangerter 
related. 

“We  ought  not  be  behind 
others  in  our  witness  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,”  he  said. 
“Returned  missionaries  often 
forget  their  responsibility  and 
fall  into  sin.

WASHINGTON  -  Supreme  Court  nominee  John  Paul 
Stevens  told  the  Senate  Judiciary  Committee  on  Monday  he 
believes  in  equality  of  the  sexes  but  isn’t  sure  he  supports  the 
Equal  Rights  Amendment. 

Stevens  also  said  he  assumes  the  death  penalty  would  be  a 
deterrent  to  crime  but  does  not  know  whether  it  actually  is. 

The  prospective  Supreme  Court  justice  also  commented 
that  he  would  favor  an  affirmative  action  program  to  redress 
discrimination  against  women  “if  the  violations  justified  that 
kind  of  relief.” 

Stevens,  a  federal  appeals  court  judge  from  Chicago, 
commented  on  the  capital  punishment  issue  during 
questioning.

territory  part  of  Indonesia. 

Information  Minister  Mashur  said  Indonesian  “volunteers” 
supported  the  attack  on  Dili,  and  a  Fretilin  broadcast  said 
the  Indonesians  were  pursuing  the  independence  fighters  in 
the  hills.

the  JSB  Auditorium.  His 
speech,  part  of  the  Joseph 
Smith  Lecture  Series,  was 
sponsored  by  the  ASBYU 
Academics  Office. 

The  Lord  will  prepare  a 
way  for  the  gospel  to  be 
preached  in  countries 
currently  closed  to  the  gospel 
when  we  are  prepared,  said 
Kennedy. 

“If  we  are  prepared  when 
we  knock,”  he  said,  “the 
doors  will  be  opened.” 

“People  in  every  land  are 
trying  to  find  out  what  life  is 
all  about,”  said  Kennedy. 
“They  are  seeking  something 
beyond  their  grasp.  It  is  an 
interesting  time  for 
missionary  work  in  the 
church.” 

Saying  that  the  gospel  is 
not  “self-centered,”  Kennedy 
told  the  audience  the 
importance  the  Lord  places 
on  missionary  work.  “We’re 
not  here  just  to  perfect 
ourselves,”  he  said.  “What 
about  the  others?” 

Kennedy  said  two  things 
have  been  made  “extremely 
important”  by  President 
Spencer  W.  Kimball.  Those 
two  things  are  temples  and 
missionary  work,  he  said. 

“Members  are  enthused, 
about  missionary  work  as 
they  haven’t  been  for  a  long 


time,”  he  said.  “President 
Kimball  has  convinced  people 
the  gospel  is'not  selfish.” 

Kennedy  urged  students  to 
prepare  themselves  to  serve 
the  Lord  when  he  calls. 

“Y ou  may  not  know  where 
you’ll  serve,”  he  said,  “but 
you  ought  to  know  how.” 

From  his  travels  in 
governmental  and  church 
callings,  Kennedy  said  he  has 
learned  “there  are  good 
people  all  over  the  world  who 
want  to  learn.”

Otis  G.  Pike,  D-N.Y., 
said  the  House  might  vote  on 
a  contempt  resolution  against 
Kissinger  as  early  as  this  week 
if  the  committee  agrees  with 
him  today  that  Ford’s  new 
offer  is  unacceptable  and  that 
he  should  ask  for  a  House 
vote. 


Kissinger,  on  his  return 
from  an  Asian  trip  with 
President  Ford,  said  he  is 
leaving  all  negotiation  with 
the  committee  up  to  the 
White  House.  He  indicated  he 
has  not  followed  the  situation 
closely. 

Ford’s  compromise  from 
the  administration  position 
Nov.  20  was  offered  in  a 
letter  from  his  counsel  made 
public  by  the  committee  and 
at  the  White  House.  It  offered 
to  identify  all  covert 
operations  carried  out  abroad 
which  were  requested  by  the 
State  Department. 


Pike  said  the  committee  Had 
subpoenaed  all  State 
Department  requests  for 
covert  operations  —  not  just  a 
list  of  the  ones  that  were 
approved.

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Radiation  level  studied

A  five-year,  federally 
backed  study  completed 
several  weeks  ago  reveals 
there  is  a  fairly  high  radiation 


level  present  in  some  parts  of 
Utah,  including  Utah  County. 

Dr.  Robert  C.  Pendleton,  a 
University  of  Utah  professor 
and  director  of  the  study, 
announced  the  findings.

state  indicate  the  radiation 
level  is  higher  in  urban 
centers  along ,  the  Wasatch 
range  than  the  standard  set 
by  the  EPA  advocates. 

‘‘The  radiation 
concentration  is  measured  as 
radon  working  levels,  which  is 
a  measure  of  the  total 
amount  of  energy  in  the 
atmosphere  at  any  given 
time,”  Pendleton  explains. 
“Studies  indicate  that  the 
rador  working  level  along 
the  Wasatch  front  is  .03 
working  levels.  The  figure  set 
by  the  EPA  as  a  safety 
standard  is  .01  working 
levels.” 

Pendleton  says  while  the 
.03  figure  does  not  indicate  a 
significant  hazard,  since  the 
EPA  standard  has  a  built-in 
safety  factor,  the  radon 
working  level  has  been  known 
to  soar  to  a  much  higher 
figure  along  the  Wasatch 
Front  during  prolonged 
inversions. 


are  exposed  to.  It  really 
doesn’t  constitute  a  hazard.” 

Pendleton  blames  coal, 
which  is  burned  both 
commercially ;  and  privately, 
as  a  primary  factor  affecting 
the  radiation  level.  “The 
geographical  features  of  the 
Wasatch  Range  valleys 
encourage  this  buildup  by 
preventing  a  continuous 
disperson  of  the  emissions.” 


Dailey  disagrees 

Dailey  disagrees  with 
Pendleton  about  this  and 
takes  a  different  view  of  its 
meaning.  “You  see,  that 
concentration  would  not 
exist  continuously  -  probably 
only  under  inverted  weather 
conditions.  When  the  wind  is 
blowing,  you  couldn’t 
measure  the  radon 
concentration;  it  only  exists 
when  there’s  an  inversion.”

“Then  a  hazard  is  definitely 
being  created,”  Pendleton 
stresses.  “I  would  guess  that 
the  level  in  Utah  County  is 
.05  working  levels  fairly 
frequently.” 

Dennis  Dailey,  one  of  the 
state  occupational  health  and 
radiation  committee, 
disagrees  with  Pendleton 
about  the  seriousness  of  his 
findings.  “Some  of  the  old 
uranium  miners  used  to  work 
at  10  or  15  working  levels. 
Miners  now  work  at  about 
one  working  level.  So,  you 
see,  .03,  or  .05  is  a  very  small 
per  cent  of  what  the  miners 


Pendleton  has  been 
carrying  on  federally  funded 
research  into  radioactivity 
since  1961.  He  says  he  is 
concerned  that  the  state 
department  of  health  has 
“systematically  ignored”  his 
research. 


Another  frustration  for 
Pendleton  is  the  lack  of  effort 
on  the  part  of  businesses  and 
industries  to  lower  radiation

“These  chemicals  are 
volatized  in  the  burning 
process,  and  when  they  cool 
they  coalesce  on  particles  such 
as  fly  ash,”  Pendleton 
remarks.  “For  this  reason,  tall 
smokestacks  where  the  fly 
ash  falls  back  down  into  the 
bottom  would  be  an  aid  in 
lowering  the  radiation  level.” 


“Radiation  is  a  serious 
problem.  It  needs  to  be 
understood  more  thoroughly 
and  dealt  with  in  a  positive 
way,’’  he  continues.

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Aim  of  karate  school: 
self-defense,  not  injury

With  a  wave  of  violent  crime  hitting 
America,  and  law  enforcement  agencies 
trying  to  stop  its  rise,  more  and  more 
schools  of  self-defense  are  coming  into 
existence. 

These  establishments,  known  mostly 
for  teaching  karate  in  its  various  forms, 
put  forth  the  self-defense  concept  in  a 
“classical  style,”  according  to  Roy 
Lake,  a  local  self-defense  instructor. 

In  the  so-called  “peaceful 
environment  of  Provo,”  he  has  opened  a 
school  of  self-defense  where  he  teaches 
a  “non-claSsical  style.” 

“We  use  basically  a  Chinese  Kempo 
system,  but  we  do  incorporate  different 
moves  from  different  styles,”  said  Lake. 
“Some  of  our  moves  are  taken  from 
Kung-fu,  Judo,  and  Hung-gau,  so  we’re 
really  what  you  might  call  a 
non-classical  system,  but  we  use  the 


Chinese  format  of  Kempo,  or  multiple 
strike,”  he  said. 

Lake,  28,  is  a  native  of  St.  Louis  and  a 
convert  to  the  LDS  Church.  He  has 
studied  the  Kempo  style  for  many 
years. 

“In  our  system  I  feel  if  a  person  is 
trained  properly,  he  can  handle  himself 
with  confidence  after  one  year  of 
training,  but  he  is  extremely  proficient 
after  three  years,”  said  Lake. 

Lake  also  pointed  out  that  it’s  not 
necessary  to  be  in  topnotch  physical 
shape  to  really  learn  one  of  the  defense 
systems.  “I  usually  tell  students  that  as 
long  as  they  don’t  have  anything 
physically  restricting  them  when  they 
walk  in  the  door,  they  can  learn.” 

He  continued,  “Y ou  don’t  have  to  be 
a  football  player  or  a  super-shape 
athlete,  because  part  of  the  training  is 
getting  yourself  in  condition.” 

Lake  also  says  one  of  the  hard  facts 
about  learning  self-defense  is  finding  an 


instructor  who  has  ability  and 
knowledge. 

“In  order  to  disseminate  knowledge 
to  someone,  an  instructor  must  be 
trained  in  teaching,  or  it  does  the 
student  no  good,”  said  Lake. 

“My  philosophy  is  simply  that  I  try  to 
put  a  lot  of  emphasis  and  effort  in 
teaching  concepts  of  self-defense,  rather 
than  teaching  someone  just  to  beat  a 
person  up.” 

According  to  Lake,  Kempo  is  one  of 
the  oldest  forms  of  the  martial  arts,  and 
he  is  trying  to  get  students  away  from 
what  most  people  see  on  television  and 
in  the  movies. 

“People  have  been  exposed  to  this  j 
superhuman  concept  that  if  you  know  I 
any  karate  then  you  can  take  on  five  to  I 
10  guys  with  knives  and  guns,”  said  '

BYU  faculty  members  have 
been  advised  to  work  through 
two  Provo  organizations  to 
obtain  federal  funding  for 
research. 

William  R.  Siddoway, 
director  of  BYU’s  Research 
Administration,  said  faculty 
members  who  have  ideas  for 
research  should  apply  to 
either  the  Billings  Energy 
Research  Corp.,  which 
specializes  in  hydrogen 
technology  and  related 
energy  considerations,  or  the 
Eyring  Research  Institute, 
which  is  a  general  non-profit 
research  institute. 

He  explained  that  both 
organizations  are  independent 
and  unaffiliated  with  BYU; 
therefore,  when  they  receive 
federal  contracts,  “BYU  is 
not  involved.”. 

Campus  forms 
get  guidelines 


He  said  BYU  has  been 
conservative  in  accepting 
federal  funding  because  “we 
have  not  wanted  to  become 
dependent  on  federal 
income.” 

When  faculty  members 
have  an  idea  for  research, 
Siddoway  said  they  n\ay  take 
it  to  one  of  the  two 
organizations.  If  accepted  by 
one  of  them,  the  organization 
will  apply  to  a  government 


agency  for  federal  funds.  He 
said  in  this  way,  the  money 
will  come  back  to  the  private 
firm  and  not  directly  to  BYU. 


Dr.  Leo  P. 
assistant  acadei 
president  of  Research  and 
Planning,  said,  “The 
magnitude  of  federal  funding 
has  been  controlled  to  insure, 
that  this  avenue  of  funding 
d  o  e  s  no  t  become 


predominant  and  unduly 
influence  the  total  university 
research  program.” 

He  said  the  research

encourages  faculty  members 
to  seek  outside  funding, 
including  federal  grants,  for 
research  projects.  He  said  the 
voluntary  restrictions  at  BYU 
do  not  mean  federal  funding 
is  not  desirable,  but  “it  is 


only  the  intrusion  on  our 
university  governance  we  feel 
we  must  guard  against.” 

Appropriate  types  of 
research  programs  can  be 
h  andled  through  the 
off-campus  research 
organizations,  according  to 
Dr.  Vernon,  and  research 
programs  closely  tied  to 
academic  programs  can  be 
handled  through  the 
university.
